CHICAGO.—Amid the hue and cry 
for higher education, Howard D. Mc- 
Cullough comes forward to declare 
that through a finishing school for 
the Fidos every dog should have suf- 
ficient education to make him a good 
and respected citizen of his com- 
munity. 

This champion of the canine, who 
insists that the only thing wrong 
with dogs are the people who own 
them, is president of the Dog Train- 
ing association, a strictly amateur 
group of dog lovers who meet to 
educate the four-footed friends from 
the loftiest blueblood to the lowliest 
mutt, 

Dog show history was made re- 
cently when he staged an obedience 
trial show in the Chicago Armory 
at which more than 300 dogs were 
judged in six rings, by six judges. 

What he has accomplished in the 
Windy City can serve as pattern for 
all the world, he believes. Conducting 
schools for dogs and their owners, 
throughout the city park system, is 
something he claims as_a hobby, but 
he has to admit he spends more time 
at it than he does at his job as mo- 
tion picture projectionist. .. 

If you have a dog who could do 
with better manners, listen to “Mac”, 
who has trained even the most de- 
linquent doggies. Says he: 

“The basic principles of schooling 
a dog are simple. Remember a dog 
is willing to learn, Establish his 
confidence in you. Be consistent. 
Never ask the dog to do anything 
impossible. Always finish what you 
begin, ‘ 

“Above all never try to teach him 
through the skin or the stomach, In 
other words, don’t whip him, or bribe 
him with food. Let him learn to re- 
spect your left hand, the one which 
bestows the only reward for accom- 
plishment, petting. Repetition is the 
key to success.” 

If this sounds a little high-flown 
for coaching Fido, Mac gets real 
practical when he points out that 
there are certain tricks which can 
lift the dog from a nuisance to a cul- 
tured companion.

Needless Deaths

tices reckless youngsters and tourists

But these amateur Alpinists now 
have a guardian angel organization, 
pledged to end needless deaths on 
mountain ledges and slopes, 

It is the Moutain Emergency Res- 
cue Squad, born of tragedy and com- 
posed of 80 trouble-shooters, all of 
whom have had at least five years 
experience on the north shore slopes. 

Professional skiers and climbers 
have joined, but its backbone is made 
up of business men, office workers 
and others who challenge the moun- 
tains for pleasure, 

Exposure and panic lead to most 
deaths in the mountains which, at

The corrals are constructed of 10-| 
foot-high poles.

by running, jumping and butting off} 
the two uppermost poles in the wall.) 

The corrals are built in two cir-| 
cles, joined by a gate. The first cir-| 
cle with the outside opening is 60) 
feet in diameter. Once in this circle, 
an elk eats green alfalfa sheaves} 
and flips a trip camouflaged in the, 
feed which drops a 500-pound gate | 
into the cpening. | 

The elk then is chased into the 
inner circle, 40 feet in diameter and 
the centre gate is closed. 

At least that’s the way corrals| 
are supposed to operate. But to 
date only four animals have been 
trapped. Explained Harold Read, 
northern fur supervisor for the de- 
partment of natural resources: 

“The reason we have not met with 
such good success with the corrals |

Early Planting 
Of Wheat Shows 
Best Results 


REGINA.—Frost in the fall of 
1950 focussed much attention on 
the date of maturity of crops. 

‘The two factors having the 
greatest influence on maturity 
are the number of days a variety 


takes to mature and the date of 
seeding. 


For the past six years the experi- 
mental farm at Indian Head has 
sown wheat on four dates; the first 
date as early as field work can be 
done in the spring, and the others at 
ten-day intervals. The fourth date 
is therefore 30 days later than the 
first. 

In this six year period. very late, 
normal and early springs have been 
experienced, but in almost every 
case wheat sown on the first date 
slightly outyielded the others. The 
difference between the yield of wheat 
sown on the first three dates was not 
large, but there has been a small 
progressive decrease with a marked 
drop occuring at the fourth date. 

This points to the fact that early 
seeding not only produces higher 
yields over a period of years but les- 
sens the danger of damage by early 
frosts, says E. V. McCurdy of the 
Indian Head station. 

Weeds have not been a problem in 
this project, but if a delay were 
necessary to allow wild oats to grow, 
the tests indicate little decrease in 
yield would result from a delay in 
seeding up to 20 days after the first 
field work could be done in the 
spring; but if the delay were longer 
a much lower yield could be expected. 

The average decrease between the 
first date and the fourth date in this 
project has amounted to 6 bushels 
per acre. Work _on the Regina sub- 
station, for a longer period of years, 
indicates exactly the same trend,
